Bellerose is a new district with vast areas 
of open fields in the north and northeast 
section. Only a few streets in this part 
of the district have been cut through. 
There is plenty of room for future ex- 
pansion. The district has grown rapidly 
in the 1930-1940 decade, increasing 
its population 67 per cent. Only three 



other Queens districts had a more rapid 
rate of growth. Most of the residents 
are in the middle-income group, living 
in new single family dwellings. Building 
of small homes continued until stopped 
by the war. Retail stores are scattered 
along Braddock and Jamaica Avenues. 
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
